Tie chances are that the gotivity in New
York and New England and New York and
Norihern preferred wis due 10 speculative
operations, and that the asdvance in Man-
hattan is the result of a steady ahsorption
of the stock by eapitalists who foresee the
inilure of the rapid transit commissioners’
scheme for sn underground railroad and
the probability that such failure will open
the way for the Manhattan Company to ex-
tend its system.

Gas stocks and the indostrials were note-
worihy features. Both Chicago and Con-
solidated Gas were exceptionaliy strong at
material net advances O!f the industrials
Distilling and Cattle Feeding was the most
sctive and also scored the greatest net gnin,

In the general list it is o be noted that a
number of stocks made decided progross
toward higher prices on very slirht transae-
tions. These were Western Union, Louis-
vila and Nashville nnd Lackawanna.
Xorthern Pacific pre'erred was conspico-
ously heavy throughout and was the
only stock actively dealt in that closed
lower than on Saturday. The gross earnings
ol the company as reported weskly are not
only smaller than they were a4 year as=o,
when tne traffic returns were unusoally
lzlit, ont even smaller than two yearsago,
when the company was operating over 700
miles less than at nilmont. This condi-
tion of affairs s manifestly disconraging
to those who are endeavoring to hold up the
price of the stock, yet not more 80 than the
steady decline in the 5 per cent consolidated
bonds of the company.
